2. SECSTATE REES RECEIVED DELEGATION FROM UNITED ULSTER

WEST FEB. 17. MAIN POINT UUUC PRESENTATION WAS PROTEST 
AGAINST ESTABLISHMENT INCIDENT CENTERS FOR RAISING STATUS 
"DEFEATED TERRORISTS TO POSITION OF BEING ACKNOWLEDGED 
BY GOVERNMENT AS REPRESENTATIVES OF MINORITY AREAS" TO 
DETRIMENT ELECTED REPRESENTATIVES FROM THESE AREAS. SECSTATE
